Then there must be no enlisting for troops in the 
United Kingdom once the fight commences, and should 
any reader of P.W. be asked to take up arms either for 
Spain or the States, he will find that it is safer to 
decline.

The Measurement of Smells. 


Evans Meswnazp, a French botanist, is reputed to 
have discovered a simple and easy method of measuring 
the intensity of an odour. 

He takes advantage of the delicate qualitative power 
of the sense of smell—that is, of ite ability to dis- 
criminate between odours, though they differ only by a 


very little. 

He finds that if some very characteristic odour be 
mingled with the one to be measured there is a certain 
point where they balance and form what he calls a 
“neutral odour.” In this state the addition of a minute 
quantity of either scent causes that one to predominate, 
and thus a very “small smell can be detected and 
measured.”

A NEW rust preventer has beea adopted by the 
German Army and Navy and by a large number of 
European man' rere. It is composed of greases 
and volatile oils, which evaporate on exposure to the 
air, leaving an air-tight film or skin adhering tightly to 
the metal, and absolutely egal, sme sgn preventing the 
corrosive action of salt air, salt water, rain, snow, damp- 
ness, steam, gases, and fumes of acid and ammonia. 

It is neutral, contains no acid, and leaves neither 
spots nor marks when removed. The coating is trans- 
parent, and as it does not dall the ap ce of bright 
metal surfaces, it is of special service to machinery 
builders and dealers who have goods in stock. 

A small quantity covers a large amount of surface, one 
gallon being sufficient to protect 1,100 square feet, while 
it is easily applied with a rag or soft brush, and can be 


quickly removed with tine or benzine, a point of 
superiority over white It is claimed that an article 
once coated with it is protected from rust as long as 


the film is allowed to remain.

SPIES IN SHOPS. 


A Gigantic System or Docoine THE MovEMENTS 
or SHOPMEN. 


THE average person who goes into a big grocer's shop, 
for instance, and buys half a Bd dof failoe 
does not realise that the movements of the assistant who 
hunds the goods over the counter are being scrupulously 

ded by a gigantic system of detectives, whose duty 
t is to spy one upon another. Such, however, is the 
case. Every person holding a position in a large 
trading establishment is spied upon by someone 
directly superior, who, in his turn, is under the eyes of 
another detective. 

There are many large firms of bootmakers, to take 
them as a general example, who have branches through- 
out London, the suburbs, and the provinces. It is the 
duty of the manages of these firms to see that every 
assistant is working for the general good of his 
employers to the utmost of his power; that he is, in 
short, rag mg much money from the buying public as 
anyone in position can possibly do. In order to 
show that every branch shop is being “ pushed ” to the 
highest extent, this gigantic system of spying has 


ad or 

ith the p of discovering something about 
the manner in which the ma: rs of big shops guard 
the interests of their firm, P.W. has been interviewing 
a praket detective on a large firm of bootmakers, 
who have depéte all over the country. 

“It has long been found n that such a system 
as isnowemployed should be brought into force,” said the 
detective. ‘A case occurred in one of our depots in the 
North of London recently which proves how success- 
ful the system sometimes is. There were four assist- 
ante in this shop, over whom was a manager. It was 
his duty to supervise every detail of the work. Above 
the manager in rank is an individual known as a dis- 
trict i tor. He became dissatisfied with the way in 
which the r looked after the assistants. It 
seemed to him that the four young men had too much

head of the firm that a new taanager aie id be placed 
over this special shop. The head looked into the 
accounts, found that the profits were only £10 a week,

Above them in rank are a limited 
number of general detectives—tried and able men, who 
have usually been with the firm for years, and who 
know every detail of the work of the heads of depart, 
ments. deal directly with the business heads of 
the firm, cad their power is absolute. They visit every 
shop, and see that every assistant and employé is filling 
precisely his right place. 

“There can be no doubt that this gigantic system of 
spying has a wonderful result in keeping the work at 
high pressure, and in making everyone accurate and 


careful in his deali There are, of course, very 
serious drawbacks to t! methods of business. The 
employés do not work so much for the general of 


the firm as for their own personal interests in keeping 
their poe: There is a tendency to make everyone 
deceitful.

The 
managers, in their turn, deceive the district inspectors, 
the district inspectors deceive the chief anapectons!

What is to be done?. This terrible problem has |ern 
attacked by Surgeon-General Van Raypoun, of the 
United States Navy, and, with the assistance of the 
Naval Constructor, solved in a way that promises to le 
practicable. He bas devised an ambulance ship, with a | 
staff of doctors and nurses who will perform for sailors | 
the same services as the members of the Red Cross do 
for soldiers. 

The Red Cross ship is being so constructed that le 
shall be easy and comfortable under the normal stress 
of weather. Her ap will be like that of a 
moderate sized ocean liner. 

She will be fitted with two sets of triple expansion 
engines to turn her twin screws, and her 1 will be 
14 knots. She will carry 600 tons of coal. She will 
have but limited sail, just sufficient to steady her uniler 
certain conditions and make her comfortable.

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A Chat with R. D. Chetwode, 


THe AUTHOR OF “JOHN OF STRATHBOURNE.” 


AFTER having read “John of Strathbourne,” I was 
salelapetted anxious to see its gifted author. The 
1MES says of “ John of Strathbourne ” that “had it a 
peared anonymously it might have pagsed for the handi- 
work of Mr. Stanley Weyman, and it would be difficult 
to give higher praise .. . but there the resemblance 
ends. Mr. Chetwode has too much spirit and originality 

to be indebted to anyone for his ideas.” 

For the T1meEs to compare a comparatively new writer 
to Weyman is very high praise indeed ; but after having 
read the book mayest £ could quite understand that the 
critic of Printing House Square had only done it 
justice. : 

Mr. Chetwode published a book last year, which, 
although fairly successful, did not attract the amount 
of attention which has been excited by “ John of Strath- 
bourne.” It was a tale of Cromwellian times, entitled, 
“To the Death "—a “ rousing story,” the critics called it, 
and was received very favourably by the Press; indeed 
when I called on Mr. Chetw he told me that the 
critics have always been very kind to him. 

I found him sitting in his own icular corner of a 
cheerful morning room, surrounded by a litter of books 
and papers, for, unlike most authors, he eschews a 
private den. Since he has become deaf he prefers, he 
said, to work amidst his smut, (he most animated con- 
versation failing to distract him. Only when he uses 
his typewriter is he compelled to seek solitude, not on 
his own account, but out of mercy to his friends. 

“Now, Mr. Chetwode,” I said, with the bland 
benevolence of a dentist about to extract a tooth, 
“ would you mind telling me a little concerning yonr- 
self, and what induced you to write?” 

As to myself, I am afraid there is little to be said. 
I have always led a very quiet life; my existence has 
been exceeding uneventful. ing my writing, it 
is only within the last few years I have endeavo' to 
take it up eeriously, ihouge I have always been more or 
less in the habit of scribbling.

Tre method which Mr. Headon Hill follows in 
writing his novels seems to be this: that he selects 
some movement in present history that has aroused, or 
still excites, gene attention, and utilising it as a 

und work, introduces the characters of his own 
imagination hand in hand with real personages with so 
expert a perception of effect that we are presented 
with a thoroug! 7 convincing cinématograph. 

We see this design in his latest book, “The Zone 
of Fire” (already reviewed in these columns), the scene 
of which is laid in the Soudan, and which gives us a 
brilliant picture of the life that our soldiers lead when 
on active service in Egypt. And we see it in in 
“ By a Hair's Breadth,” a story which is centred round 
the Tsar of Russia's comparatively recent tour through 
Europe. 

So many booke have been written in which the Russian 
Secret Police and Russian Nihilists play the principal 
parts, that as one reads the first chapter of this book he 
resigns himself complacently to going over familiar 
ground once more in company with quite familiar 
characters with quite unpronounceable names. 

But the resignation is uncalled for. “By a Hair's 
Breadth ” is, as the reader coon discovers, a story of the 
most daring originality. The rapidity and variety of its 
action, the vividness with which its characters are drawn, 
and the sympathy which even those we admire least, are 
capable of awakening, quickly convince us that it isa 
book of excetinel merit. 

And Mr. Hill has a happy. knack of not keeping his 
reader too long in suspense. There is nothing more 
annoying to a great man: ple—and I am among the 
number—than being put in suspense at the beginning 
of a book, and being left in suspense until the last 
chapter. Mr. Hill rounds each adventure off in a com- 
paratively small compass. 

Just what the reader dearly hopes will pen 
happens, and happens quickly, and so crisis follows 
crisis until the last desperate effort of the Nihiliste is 
frustrated i clever trick in the park at Versailles.
